Two Lines after This, he faith the Viſitor defired of the Reftor an Account :of his Proceedings 
againſt Colmer by Letter ; whereas he ſent Two Inſtruments under his Epiſcopal Seal, requiring 


the Retor and Seniors to Attend him at Loydon : They were indeed Accompanyed with a 


Letter to the ReQor, who Anſwered with Reſpect due to a Viſitor. Nor did he, or the Fellows 


at any time afterward, otherwiſe behave themſelves toward him, than as by Council they were | 


adviſed. 


The Rector and Fellows did not protef? againſ# Dr. Maſters Commiſſion (as is ſuggeſted) but ſub- 
mitted to it, attending him in ſeveral Adjournments until he required Account of their Proceed- 
ings againſt Comer. 


When the Viſitor came in Perſon, the Reor and Majority of Fellows with all the Reverence 


which the matter could allow, attended him with a Proteſtation under the College Seal, and departed. 


The Viſitor hereupon Petitioned the QUEEN and Council to Command the Refor and Fel- 


lows to Submit to his Viſitation; the Matter was pleaded by Lawyers of both kinds*,” and the ' 


Viſitors Petition was diſmiſſed : Then he Viſited again, Deprived the Rector, cc. Complaint 
being made to. the QUEEN and Council, an Order was granted, requiring him to Anſwer the 
ReQtors and Fellows Petition, but he Contemned it, and Profecuted the Rector in the Court of

Every Fellow Anſwered the Articles ſeverally, One of the Articles was, Whether any Mem- 


ber of the College were ſuſpeQed of Incontinence ? Not one of the Submitting Fellows Preſented : 


Colmer, though they knew him not only ſuſpe&ed, bur Convited. But Colmer in Revenge Pre- 


ſented the Rector. Oath was made againſt him by the Daughter of one whom the Rector had - 


turned out of the Places which himſelf had given him in the College, becauſe he would not An- 


ſwer ſuch Queſtions, as tended either to Clear or Convict Colmer. Some of the Biſhops own Par». 
ty, aſham'd of ſo groſs an abuſe, addreſſed a Paper to the Viſitor, Praying him not to Regard what 7 
any of that Houſe ſhall Say or Swear againſt the Retor. The Viſitor Examined the matter, and 7 


finding it Malicious ſuppreſſed it, which is a ſufficient Juſtification of the ReQor : For could he: 


ave been found guilty of Incontinence, he had fallen under one of the Cauſes for which a Refor 


may Statutably be Deprived; and there had been no need of Excommunication to make a pretend- 


ed Contumacy a Crime ſufficient, 

His Hereſy, is that Dangerous one of Latitudinarianiſme. 

He Sold the Butlers and Cooks Places, which the Statutes allow, and as his Predeceſlors had 
done before him ; but with this difference, that whereas they put the Money in their Pockets, 
this Rector employ'd it in the College Buildings, adding double of his own Money to it. 

Had he been guilty of Negleting the Diſcipline of the College, he had not fallen under the Biſhop's 
Anger, and the Conſequence of ut, Deprivation, Excommuntcation, and Calumny. | 

Mr. Painter was not Eleted according to the Statutes (as is pretended) nor were half the 


Fellows then Reſident warn'd to come to it, beſide ſeveral other defects. E
